7.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  all  other 
necessary  Town  Ofiicers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

8.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  year  ensuing. 

9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

10.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
instruct  its  Selectmen  to  take  such  action  regard- 


ing  rolling,  plowing  or  otherwise,  in  keeping 
winter  roads  open  in  said  Town  for  the  year  ensu- 
ing, as  in  their  judgment  seems  most  conducive  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Town,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same.
